They have 
emerged from such méetings with 
a somewhat dazed appearance. 
“Their eyes,” a reporter observed, 
“make one think of those little 
crosses which cartoonists put in 
to indicate the eyes of a groggy 
character.”

Await Visas 


WASHINGTON (# — The Soviet 
Embassy said Monday it still has 
not received instructions from 
Moscow to grant visas for the 
American attorneys who plan to 
defend Francis G. Powers, the 
U.S. pilot accused of spying. 


The Virginia Bar Assn. named 
three attorneys to give legal as- 
sistance to Powers, whose U2 re- 
connaissance plane was downed 
May 1. The three retained John 
N. Hazard, professor law at Co- 
lumbia University, who speaks 
Russian and holds a law degree 
from Moscow University. 


An embassy spokesman said the 
attorneys’ requests for visas were 
forwarded to Moscow but no anh- 
swers have been received thus 
far. 


Oliver Powers, the pilot’s father, 
received his Russian visa several 
weeks ago. State Department of- 
ficials said Monday it is “up to 
Mr. Powers” when, if at all, he 
wants to leave for Moscow. 


The Soviet Union has announced 
the pilot will be tried by a Rus- 
sian military court. Officials fa- 
miliar with Communist court pro- 
cedures remarked that the 
planned visit of American law- 
yers would probably have only 
theoretical value. The pilot, they 
said, whether he is tried secretly 
or in open court, would be per- 
mitted to contact only a Russian 
defense counsel, whom he could 
pick from a carefully selected list 
of attorneys accepted by the So- 
viet state securgy committee.

Diplomatic sources said Nor- 
stad, who flew here from his 
Paris headquarters, conferred 
with top British political and 
military leaders on the future of 
NATO’s defense strategy.

There is one thing for sure—as all 
the top candidates for the Democratic 
nomination have pointed out.

They must be made aware of 
further shocks likely to occur in Cuba, 
in Asia, Latin America and elsewhere.

Aiding Latin America 
Is Positive Approach 


President Eisenhower left much un- 
answered in his statement announcing 
plans for a dramatic new aid program 
for Latin American nations. While spe- 
cifie details still are to be spelled out, 
the makings of an entirely new approach 
to our hemispheric neighbors seems in 
the works. 

The President made it plain that it 
would not be on as broad a scale as the 
Marshall Plan which helped Western Eu- 
rope to recovery. He also indicated that 
it would be done with the fullest co- 
operation of all participating nations, 
without coercion or political strings. 

Whether the plan comes under the 
category of too little, too late, remains 
to be seen. But it is the most compre- 
hensive proposed yet to counter massive 
efforts of the Soviet Union to take ad- 
vantage of Latin America’s economic and 
political troubles. It will serve to off- 
set the unhappy propaganda impact of 
Cuba’s troubles. 

Best answer in Latin America is a 
cooperative action program with as much 
U.S. financial aid as can be used con- 
structively. This program must be at- 
tuned to the struggle of Latin Ameri- 
cans themselves to achieve progress and 
social justice. 

At any rate, this country at last is 
taking the needed initiative in helping 
Latin: Americans help themselves. It ts 
important to get the program going this 
year and that the succeeding adminis- 
tration follow it through.

Emphasis on ‘Content’ 
Step in Right Direction 


The unanimous approval by the 
State Board of Education of a plan to 
require Georgia teachers to take more 
content courses is a step that has been 
indicated for some time. 

Criticism of teacher education abuses 
has become especially vocal in the years 
since education has come to be regarded 
as a weapon in the East-West war as real 
as a rocket or submarine. That action 
would be taken to halt some of these 
abuses was a foregone conclusion. 

What the state board did was to de- 
cree that graduate students on the mas- 
ter’s level in education must take five 
courses in the subjects the teacher 
teaches. Previously the candidate for a 
master’s degree was required to take 
three of these “content” courses. 

We think the board’s action is a com- 
mendable one. Some critics will argue 
that it does not go far enough. They will 
say that five “content” courses are not 


enough. (Twelve courses are usually re-- 


quired in all for a master’s degree at the 
university. ) 

There are compelling reasons why 
some teachers should take more than 
five courses in their specialties. Teachers 
can take more than the minimum of five 
now, if they want to. Perhaps later it 
will prove advisable to raise the require- 
ment for content courses even higher.

LOS ANGELES—The keen eyes watching this

Democratic eyes. Intelligence operatives from ge ae 

the camp of Richard Nixon, with their feet in Los Angeles but 
their hands on telephones linking Los Angeles to Washington, are 
moving about here to provide the vice president at his Capitol office 
with a running fill-in of inside dope. 


Nixon agents, if not lurking be- 
hind every hotel potted ‘palm, are 
nevertheless standing watch at 
every strategic spot. 

They are intent on everything 
the Democrats do or seem about 
to do: But most of all they keep 
intensive surveillance over the 
Democratic Platform Committee. 

A good many Democrats them- 
selves seem not to know it. But 
Nixon well knows that the nature 
of the Democratic platform ulti- 
mately adopted here is almost as 
important to him, as the pros- 
pective Republican presidential 
nominee, .as the identity of the 
Democratic nominee himself. 

The vice president for months 
has based his whole election cam- 
paign strategy on the assumption 
that Sen. Kennedy would emerge 
here as the Democratic presiden- 
tial choice. The Nixon people still 
believe Kennedy to be the fa- 
vorite. But they have thought it 
wise to hedge a bit on the chance 
that Sen. Johnson might work an 
upset and take the nomination for 
himself, or send it to a third and 
dark horse contender. 

Accordingly, they are ‘“‘cover- 
ing” this convention with great 
care in two directions: (1) To get 
the fastest possible direct word to 
the vice president when the iden- 


tity of the man who is to be the 
Democratic nominee seems clear. 
(2) To advise Nixon instantly 
when .the platform planks—espe- 
cially that on civil rights—begin 
to take reliable form. 

The second assignment is hard- 
ly less critical than the first. For 
the Nixon assumption that Ken- 
nedy would be the winner had led 
to weéll-advanced planning for an 
all-out Nixon effort in the South— 
an effort in which President Ei- 
senhower personally would be 
asked to take part by going into 
Dixie for speeches in behalf of 


the Nixon ticket, The. President, 
of course, is a civil rights mod- 
erate. Nixon, more in 
that direction h toward ex- 
tremism. 


Nixon believes that a Johnson 
candidacy would turn the situa- 
tion right around so far as the 
South and Border States are con- 
cerned, The vice president would 
not seriously expect to do much 
good either in the South or the 
Border States with Johnson at the 
head of the Democratic ticket. 

There is the possibility, there- 
fore, that this convention may re- 
quire Nixon to make quick and 
fundamental alterations in his 
own plans.

Arrangements for the show 
were made with unusual speed. 
It was said the Benton & Bowles 
Advertising Agency, which rep- 
resents General Foods, initiated 
the project about two weeks 
ago. Last Wednesday morning 
CBS was approached on the 
matter for the first time and 
by Friday a deal had been 
made. 


Before the Newhart show was 
arranged, CBS had spent sev- 
eral months trying to sell oth- 
er shows in the 10 to 10:30 p.m. 
Thursday time period. A major 
problem was that the time slot 
is in competition with ‘The Un- 
touchables” on the ABC net- 
work, a program with a high 
rating.

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GOOD HEALTH: Exercises, Avo

What can you do about 
Parkinson's Disease? Quite « 
lot. 


First, do not dwell on the fact 
that the infirmity exists. True, 
it is more difficult for a person 
to move, and the tremor or trem- 
bling is a nuisance—but it is far 
less an affliction than so many 
other things we know about. There 
is no hazard to life; there is no 
loss or hearing, vision, mental ac- 
tivity, etc. So avoid pity, exces- 
sive sympathy and the like, which 
serve only to make the trouble 
seem worse than it truly is. 


Second, in clothing, zippers 
should be substituted for buttons. 
This makes dressing easier, Fre- 
quently used articles in the home 
should be placed where they are 
readily accessible without undue 
reaching or groping. 


Third, physiotherapy helps—and 
in this regard I put special em- 
phasis on a very simple but use- 
ful thing: special exercises which 
can be performed at home. These 
can be readily learned at rehabili- 
tation centers which these days 
are operating in most large com- 
munities. The exercises are not 
difficult, but they lessen the ri- 
gidity of muscles, improve bal- 
ance, posture, coordination and 
gait. 


Fourth, warm baths are help- 
ful. (Relaxing, for one thing.) | 


: 

Fifth, the patient should keep 
busy, or be kept occupied. He 
should be encouraged, quietly but 
helpfully. If he (or she) is still 
in business, moving his desk 
where he is not quite so conspicu- 
ous if his hand trembles as he 
writes or dials a phone. This may 
be a useful factor in making him 
more self-confident. 


Sixth, various drugs can ease 
the muscular tension. There are 
a variety of them, and it is some- 
time advantageous to change 
from one to another from time 
to time, depending on the effec- 
tiveness. Hence regular attention 
by the doctor is sound practice. 


Seventh, and last, and most 
spectacular when it is suitable 
for a particular case and is suc- 
cessfully performed, is surgery. 
Since a very localized area in the 
brain is responsible for the muscle 
tension and tremors, it is possible 
in some severe cases to resort to
